GAINESVILLE—More efficient 
and: economical Harvesting of cab- 
bage may be “around ‘the corner 
for the state's growers as a re- 
sult >of work-now going on by 
University of ‘Florida ‘agricultur- 
al engineers. 

Tests were made last week 
with a new experimental cabbage 
harvester to find out the amount 
of damage, if any, to a head of 


cabbage, 

Dr. Jim Beeman, assistant 
agricultural engineer with tho 
state's Agricultural '. Experiment 


Stations, said it’s hoped that tests 
will also show how much, “retrim- 
ming” will be needed to the ça- 
bage hcad once is has been har- 
vested, k 7 

According to Beeman, the har- 
vester is one-row, non-selective, 
once-over harvester. He ‘said its 
design is based on the\assumption 
that new hybrid cabbage varie- 
ties will develope which will have 
enough uniformity to allow ef- 
ficient and economical single har- 
vesting of the crop. 


The. harvesting ‘gear ‘is at- 
tached to the power take off 
(PTO) of a tractor. “Wide belts 


grip the cabbage. and hold it in- 
tact while a rotating knife clips 
the heads,” said Beeman. 

The engineer said the position 
of the actual cut, ‘or height of 
the cut, can be adjusted while 


the machine is moving ‘through 
a field. 
“He emphasized that- the har- 


vester is still in “its experimental 
stages” and isn’t. perfected yet 
for commercial use.

Tallahassee—State Comptroller 
Fred O. Dickinson, Jr. today an- 
nounced that revenue _ collected 
by Florida’s oil producers in the 
first seven months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year has exceeded last 
year’s entire fiscal year- totals. 

Revenue collected for the first 
‘seven months of the fiscal year 
1965-66 from the wells in Hendry 


and Collier Counties totaled 
$106,789.44. This figure sur- 
Passed 1964-65's. total of $88,- 


902.15 by,some 20 per cent. 

At the present rate of increase 
the revenue should show a 100 
per cent gain by the end of the 
fiscal year, Dickinson said. 

This, will mean anı increase ‘in 
funds to Collier and ‘Hendry. 
Counties. Counties by law receive 
20 per cent of the total revenue 
after .80 per cent is distributed 
to the ‘state general revenue 
fund. : 

This distribution in the first 
Seven months of the fiscal. year 
year resulted in $21,357:89 for 
the two’ counties. Collier received 
$11,046.89 of this total, while 
$10,311.90.
